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NATURE OF THE DATA 


The data presented here are taken from the Statistical Health Reports, 
Form 86ab, rendered weekly to the Office of The Surgeon General by every 
hospital and separate dispensary in the continental United States. Troops 
in transit and certain small detachments are not required tosubmit reports; 
for this and other reasons, total strength of reporting units has been con- 
sistently about 1 percent below the actual strength of the Army in this coun- 
try. The mean strength shown for individual stations is that of Army person- 
rel attached or assigned for medical care and does not include organizations 
not on the post but dependent on the station for hospitalization. 


Because of the desirability of placing the information in circulation 
at the earliest possible time following its receipt, figures are in general 
shown herein as reported. ‘Where there is some doubt as to the accuracy of 
the reported figures, their verification is requested, and the fact that 
they have been so questioned is indicated by the symbol (!). 


MORBIDITY DATA 


Admissions are reported only for cases hospitalized or confined to 
quarters and excused from duty for 24 hours or longer, except for certain 
cases carded for record only (chiefly venereal disease cases treated on a 
duty status, and deaths which occurred before admission tohospital or quar- 
ters). Admissions designated as "injury" comprise all traumatisms other than 
battle casualties (i.e., morbid conditions due toexternal causes, including 
poisons taken internally, results of exposure to heat, cold and light, and 
reactions to medications as well as various types of wounds not due to enemy 
action). Under present conditions there would not be any direct admissions 
in the continental United States properly classifiable as battle casualties. 
All cases other than those of injury or battle casualty are classified as 
"disease." The presence of Ports of Embarkation and of large numbers of 
casuais admitted should be borne in mind in making comparisons between Ser- 
vice Commands and individual stations. 


Admission vates are shown for all causes combined, for all diseases 
combined, for injuries and for a few specific diseases. These rates are 
presented on an annual basis to facilitate comparisons with corresponding 
rates in annual andmonthly reports. Such annual rates of admission indicate 
the number of admissions per thousand mean strength which would occur over 
 @ year’s time if the current week’s experience continued for a year. 


The report also shows the number of cases of the more common communi- 
cable and certain other diseases of special interest. Appended isa list of 
cases reported for the rarer communicable and certain other diseases. 


The average proportion of the daily strength of the command which is 
confined to hospital or quarters (mean number of non-effectives per thousand 
strength) is given in the summary table for the total United States and for 


each of the Service Commands. This ratio may not be significant when the 
strength of aCommand is changing markedly or when a Command has a relatively 
large number of General Hospitals. 


The number of enlisted men discharged during the week on Certificates 
of Disability for Discharge (CDD) are shown for individual stations. These 
data should be distinguished from the figures for “honorable discharges for 
physical and mental disqualification" assembled by The Adjutant General’ 
Office; the latter include discharges for inaptness inaddition toCDD’s and 
are tabulated ona somewhat different basis (e.g., the April data represent 
April discharges processed by the AGO during April and May plus discharges 
prior to April which were processed in May). 


MORTALITY DATA 


Recent studies indicate that the reporting of deaths on Forms 86ab is 
incomplete, especially in the case of deaths from injury. The resulting 
understatement in the mortality rate from injury may be as much as 15 per- 
cent and occasionally even more, but the death rate from disease is not 
materially understated. Therefore incomputing mortality rates from injury 
and from all causes on the basis of the corresponding numbers of deaths, as 
shown in this report, an appropriate adjustment fér the underreporting of 
such deaths must be made. 


STATIONS WITH HIGHEST MORBIDITY RATES 


Included inthe report is atable listing the stations (having strength 
of 5000-or over) with the highest morbidity rates fromallcauses, from all 
diseases combined, from injuries, and from a few specific diseases. Not 
infrequently, the excessively high rates of admission for all causes and for 
all diseases combined reported from reception centers reflect a large number 
of venereal disease cases amongnewly inducted men. Therefore, more signi- 
ficant of high morbidity from disease are the rates of admission for disease 
excluding venereal infections existing prior to induction, which rates are 
also shown in the table. 


EXPLANATORY MATTER 


In reading the detail tebles, it should be borne inmind that admission 
rates based on small numbers of cases are not reliable. For this reason the 
symbol (?) is placed after admission rates computed on the basis of 5 or 
fewer cases. 


‘Where the current week's data for a particular station have not been 
received, the latest available figures are substituted therefor and the 
symbol (#) is placed after the name of the station.

CURRENT MORBIDITY IN THE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
ll Causes: Disease and Injury: 

During the week ending 24 November 1944 the ad- 
ission rate from all causes decreased by about § 
percent to 542 per year per thousand strength or 
about the same rate as for the first week of Novem- 
ber. The current week's morbidity is about 25 per- 
cent below that for the week ending 20 November 1943 
when the outbreak of common respiratory infections 
first began to make itself felt. Morbidity from dis- 
ease also decreased about 5 percent during the currmt 
week to 487 per thousand strength. 


The admission rate from injury decreased to 55 
per thousand. This is the lowest rate reported so 
far this year but is not strictly comparable with 
rates reported prior to October. The relatively low 
injury rates reported since the middle of October re- 
flect in large part compliance with the recently 
issued directive which provided that injuries exist- 
ing prior to entry into active service and readmitted 
cases should be recorded under "disease" rather than 
under "“injury;" previously they had been reported as 
"injuries." 


Respiratory Causes: 
Morbidity from colds, influenza, etc. remained 


practically at the same level as for the preceding 
week, During the past seven weeks morbidity from 
these causes has varied within the relatively narrow 
range of 91 to 95 per thousand. Because at this time 
of 1943 there began a sherp outbreak of upper re- 
spiratory infections, the current week's admission 
rate from colds, influenza, etc. is almost 40 percent 
lower than for the corresponding week of 1943. 


The admission rates from pneumonia increased 


slightly to 9 per thousand. Morbidity f thi 
havice 4 gtont' 2 ercent below that Yor the contac 
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sponding week of 1943. | 


Common Communicable Diseases: 

Morbidity from venereal diseases, excluding cases 
contracted prior to entry into active service, increased 
to 41 per thousand which is the same as that registered 
during the week ending 27 October and the highest rate 
reported this year. The current week's increase re- 
flects the tendency for the admission rate from these 
causes to increase gradually throughout the month, 
reaching a peak during the last week. 


Morbidity from diarrhea and dysentery declined 
Slightly to 7 per thousand. The number of new cases of 
meningitis was reported at 18 as compared with 15 and 
22 during the two preceding weeks. The number of new 
cases of rheumatic fever (53) continued at about the 
same level as in recent months. 


VARIATIONS IN MORBIDITY BY SERVICE COMMAND 
All Causes: Disease and Injury: 

The admission rates from all causes and from dis- 
ease decreased in all Service Commands except the Fifth 
and Sixth. The largest decreases were reported by the 
First, Second, and Third Service Commands and the Mili- 
tary District of Washington. 


The Third Service Command continued to report the 


highest morbidity from all causes (648 per thousand) anc mn 


from disease (607 per thousand) being again followed by 
the Second Service Command, which reported morbidity 
from all causes and from disease under 600 per thousand 
The lowest morbidity from all causes (499 per thousand) 
and from disease (437 per. thousand) continued to be 
registered in the Eighth Service Command. This Service 
Command has reported exceptionally low morbidity in re- 
cent months. ' 
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s All Service Commands except the Sixth reported

The admission rate from colds, influenza, etc. 
showed moderate increases only in the Seventh and 
Third Service Commands, Decreases in the admission 
rate of about 10 percent or more were reported by the 
Second and Fifth Service Commands. The Military Dis- 
trict of Washington continued to report the highest 
morbidity from colds, influenza, etc. (137 per 
thousand), followed by the Third and Ninth Service 
Commands (121 and 116 per thousand, respectively). 
The lowest morbidity from colds and influenza was re- 
corded in the Fourth and Eighth Service Commands at 
80 or less per thousand,

More than 
25 percent of the current non-effective rate arises 
from days of treatment for cases evacuated from over- 
seas theaters. The non-effective rate for personnel 


stationed in this country is estimated to be lower than 


in 1943. .

The number of neuropsychiatric cases remaining was 
reported at 20,074 or slightly less than for the pre- 
vious week. The number of non-battle injury patients 
remaining decreased again to 29,592. The number of 
battle casualty patients remaining increased by about 
850 to number 28,765. 


CERTIFICATES OF DISABILITY FOR DISCHARGE: 
During the week ending 24 November there were 


4,714 enlisted men discharged by CDD or about a hundred 
less than the previous week. More than 50 percent of 
these discharges were reported by General Hospitals. 
Included among the 4,714 CDD's were 1,797 neuropsychi- 
atric cases.

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ANALYSIS OF VENEREAL DISEASE ADMISSIONS 


FOR THE FOUR WEEK PERIOD ENDING 27 OCTOBER 1944 


This report presents an analysis of venereal dis- 
ease admission rates by color for all the stations in 
the continental United States which submit Statistical 
Health Reports (WD MD Form 86ab). The data cover the 
four week period ending 27 October 1944 and are shom 
for individual stations only where the colored male 
strength was 1000 or more, the data for all other 
units in each Service Command being shown combined. 


In considering morbidity from venereal diseases 
during October, reference should be had to the Supple- 
mentary Health Report contained in the Weekly Health 
Report for the week ending 17 November 1944, in which ° 
the October venereal disease admission rates for all 
Amy personnel combined are shown for individual 
|stations. On page 30 of that report there are set 
forth the numbers of cases remaining under treatment 
on 27 October 1944 in each Service Command. 


The venereal cases remaining under treatment at 
the end of October accounted for 1.70 percent of all 
types of cases umer treatment. The days lost due to 
venereal diseases during the four week period ending 
27 October 1944 totaled more than 84,000 or an aver- 
age of over 21,000 per week, representing a non-ef- 
fective rate of .84 per thousand. Of the 84,000 days 
lost due to venereal diseases, nearly 33,000 days 
were attributable to colored males. The resulting 
non-effective rate from venereal diseases for colored 
males was 4.2 per thousand, while for all other person- 
nel it was only .56 per thousand. 


The non-effective rate from venereal diseases de- 
clined in October by about 5.5 percent. For colored 
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male personnel the non-effective rate decreased almost 
7 percent, while for all other Army personnel it was 
about 5 percent lower. This decline in the non-effec 
ive rate interrupted the slight upward trend in non- 
effectiveness from venereal disease which manifested 
itself about July for colored male personnel and in 
August for other Army personnel. The October non-ef- 
fective rate for colored male personnel was close to 
the record low levels reported in June. 


In considering the variations in venereal non-ef- 
fective rates by Service Command, it should be kept in 
mind that such variations reflect not only differences 
in the extent of the Ueneral 4ospital facilities in 
each Service Command. This is especially true of the 
Military District of Washington, which has an unusuall 
low venereal admission rate, but because of the lo- 
cation of Walter Reed G. H. in this Command, reports a 
relatively high venereal non-effective rate. 


For all Army personnel combined morbidity from 
venereal diseases (excluding cases contracted prior to 
entry on active service which are designated hereafter 
as EPTS) was at a rate of 38 per thousand in October 
or slightly higher than in September. For colored 
males the October rate was 181 per thousand or about 10 
percent higher than in September. For all other Amy 
personnel the September rate was only 25 per thousand 
or about 4 percent lower than in September. Morbidity 
of colored male personnel from venereal diseases has 
continued about 7 times as high as for all other Amy 
personnel, 


The October admission rate for syphilis excluding 
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ANALYSIS OF VENEREAL DISEASE ADMISSIONS (cONT’D) 


EPTS cases, was about 13 times higher for colored males 
than for other Amy personnel, whereas for gonorrhea 
excluding EPTS cases the rate for colored males was 
only about 6 times as high. Venereal diseases other 
than gonorrhea and syphilis excluding EPTS cases were 
ipractically all reported among colored males who ac- 
counted for about 80 percent of such cases although 
representing less than 10 percent of the total strength 
of the Army. The admission rate from such venereal 
diseases was 11 per thousand for colored males (which 
is the same as in September but lower than in previ- 
ous months when it was reported at about 14 per 
thousand) as contrasted with only .2 per thousand for 
the remainder of the Amy. 


For all Army personnel combined morbidity due to 
venereal EPTS cases, which were predominantly syphi- 
lis, was at a rate of 8 per thousand in October, with 
corresponding figures of 64 and 3 per thousand for 
colored males and the remainder of the Amy, respect- 
ively. Variations in the admission rate for venereal 
EPTS cases reflect entirely the experience among cur- 
rent inductees, so that differences in the incidence 
of such cases by Service Command or by individual 
station have little significance. Quite naturally, 
reception centers report very high rates of admission 
from venereal EPTS cases, whereas other stations 
usually show few cases or none at all. 


As in previous months (with the exception of 
September) the Second Service Command again reported 
the highest morbidity for colored males from venereal 
diseases excluding EPTS cases, being followed by the 
Eighth Service Command (see chart on page 27). The . 
October rate of 278 per thousand for the Second 
Service Command was about 50 percent higher than the 
October rate for the colored miles in the country as 
a whole. The corresponding admission rate for the 
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Eighth Service Command was 222 per thousand which was 
only slightly higher than the rate of 211 registered 
in the Fifth Service Commnd. The Seventh Service Co 
mand, with a rate of 115 per thousand, reported the 
lowest morbidity from these causes among colored males, 
followed by the Military District of Washington and the 
Fourth and Ninth Service Commands all with rates of 
about 150 per thousand. 


For other Amy personnel there was also consider- 
able variation by Service Command in morbidity from 
venereal diseases, excluding EPTS cases. The Fifth - 
Service Command with a rate of 38 per thousand or about 
50 percent higher than that for the country as a whole 
and the Sixth Service Command with a rate of 35 per 
thousand had the highest admission rates. The only 
other Service Command reporting morbidity notably in 
excess of the average for the country as a whole was 
the Seventh Service Commnd with a rate of 30 per 
thousand.

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ANALYSIS OF INJURIES 


FOR THE CALENDAR MONTH OF OCTOBER 


NATURE OF THE DATA: 
} is repo eals with injuries to military person- 
Inel sustained during the calendar month of October and 
reported in the Monthly Injury Summary Reports (WD AGO 
Form 508) submitted under the provisions of WD Circular 
252 dated 20 June 19). It should be noted that the in- 
Istructions from the Office of The Surgeon General (sent 
to the headquarters of each Service Command under date 
of 29 September 19) have required that admissions for 
injuries sustained prior to entry on active service — 
(EPTS) and readmissions for injury should not be inclu- 
ded in these reports. While this directive was also made 
applicable to injuries reported in the Statistical Health 
Reports (WD MD Form 86ab) some installations apparently 
continued during October to include EPTS injuries and re- 
admitted injuries in their Statistical Health Reports. 
jAnother point of difference between the Monthly Injury 
Summary Reports and the Statistical Health Heports is 
that patients admitted with both a disease and an injury 
as well as injuries to patients after admission must al- 
ways be reported as injuries in the former reports but 
not necessarily in the latter. Except for these rela- 
tively minor differences, the definition of an injury in 
|the Monthly Injury Summary Reports is the same as that 
in the Statistical Health Reports. 


The Monthly Injury Summary Reports cover all mili- 
tary personnel at Class I, II, and IV installations with 
a military strength of 25 or more. AAF personnel at 
such installations are included, but all personnel of. 
Class III installations regardless of arm or service are 
excluded, being covered by the separate reporting system 
of the AAF,. 
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1944 


For reporting purposes, military personnel are 
classified according to whether or not attached for 
medical care to the reporting medical installation. 
Injuries are classified primarily as to whether 
they were sustained on duty or off duty (i.e. on 
leave, pass, furlough, or AWOL). ‘Injuries have 
been further classified according to type of injury, 
nature of activity, causative agent, and unsafe cor 
dition or acte 


In general, the analysis of injuries is con- 


fined to injuries sustained by military personnel 


attached for medical care to the reporting instal- 
lations while on duty, because only such injuries 
are subject to effective control by military auth- 
orities. Since the frequency of particular types 
of injuries depends to a large’ extent on the nature 


_of the activities carried on within the Service 


Command or station, no definite conclusions can be 
drawn from differences in rates (or percentage dis-~ 
tributions of injuries) by type of injury, causa- 
tive agent, etc. unless the nature and the extent 
of particular forms of activity are also taken into 
account. 


The October data included in this analysis 
cover about 98 percent of the strength of the in- 
stallations from which reports should have been re- 
ceived. None of the Service Commands had an es—- 
pecially high proportion of its total strength not 
reporting, so that comparability between Service 
Commands is believed to be reasonably good. 


en 


ANALYSIS OF THE DATA 
The chart on page 36 shows the admission rate 
from injury at the installations covered by the 


reported in the Statistical Health Reports. This 
rate is seen to have decreased from about 100 per 


thousand strength per year in July and August 1943 
to a level of about 70 per thousand during the period 
from December 1943 to April 1944; since that time it 
increased slightly to 75 per thousand during the 
summer months and declined in October to 70 per 
thousand, It should be noted however, that prior to 
October the injury admission rate included all EPTS 
and readmitted injuries (see Nature of the Data) and 
that a large part of the decline for the rate for 
October represents merely the exclusion by most re- 
porting installations of both EPTS and readmitted 
injuries. 


| Analysis of Admissions by Duty Status: 

The Monthly +njury Summary Reports indicate 
that in respect to personnel attached for medical 
care to the reporting installation about 90 percent 
of the injury admissions were sustained on dutye On 
the other hand, for unattached personnel only about 
30 percent were sustained on duty. For both attached 
and unattached personnel combined, off duty injuries 
accounted for 15 percent of all injury admissions. 
The admissions for attached personnel represented 
about 94 percent of all injury admissions (irrespect- 
ive of duty status). 


Analysis of Deaths by Duty Status: 
For attached personnel about 60 percent of the 


reported deaths were on duty, while among the unat- 
tached personnel the corresponding proportion was 

only about 25 percent. Of the total reported deaths 
(irrespective of duty status) about 55 percent were

Monthly Injury Summary Reports, derived from the data 
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among attached personnel. Included among the reported 
deaths were 12 suicides; these accounted for about 12 
percent of all such deaths. 


Analysis of Admissions e of Injury: 

Over 75 percent of the on duty injuries among at- 
tached personnel were represented by wounds, fractures, 
or sprains (including strains and overexertion) with 
roughly an equal proportion of cases falling within each 
of these three categories (see table on page 37). As 
would be expected, most of the admissions for reactions 
to drug, serum, or anesthetic (2.1 percent of the total 
admissions) were reactions to immunization and occurred 
at reception centers and staging areas. t..ere was rela- 
tively little difference between Service Commands in the 
distribution by type of injury except for injuries due 
to the effects of heat, the great majority of which were 
reported by the Fourth Service Command, as might have 
been anticipated. 


Analysis of Admissions by Nature of Activity, Causative - 
ent, and Unsafe Condition or Act: 


r 80 percent of the on duty injuries among at-— 
tached personnel occurred in scheduled activities, the 
leading categories being: work details (17 percen 43 
field problems (15 percent), supervised athletics ¢ 
percent), and other scheduled activities (11 percent). 
Over 40 percent of the on duty injuries among attached 
personnel were caused by agents other than those spe- 
cifically listed in the report. The only causative 
agent showing a relatively large proportion was terrain 
(25 percent), land vehicles (not armored) accounted 
for only 7 percent of the total admissions. The low 
proportion of aircraft injuries (.2 percent) was to Be 
expected because the reports do not cover AAF person- 
nel. In 70 percent of the on duty injuries among at- 
tached personnel no unsafe condition or act was re- 
ported to have been found. The remaining cases were 
about equally divided between unsafe conditions and acts.

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Analysis by Service Commands and Technical Services: 
| On page 39 there appears a summary (for the 
United States, the Service Commands, and the Techni- 
cal Services) of the number of cases and annual rates 
of admission and of death from injury, classified ac- 
cording to duty status, separately for attached and 
unattached personnel. It should be kept in mind that 
_ jonly deaths from injuries sustained during the month 
-jof October and only those which took place at the re- 
porting installation have been reported; this is the 
reason why only about half of the total injury deaths 
reported in Statistical Health Reports were also re- 
ported in the Monthly Injury Summary Reports. 


Under the three Technical Services there are 
shown only those installations which were assigned 
_|for safety supervision to the Chiefs of Chemical War- 

jfare Service, Ordnance, and Transportation Corps, re- 
 |jspectively. ‘ 
The annual admission rate for injuries to at~ 
tached personnel on duty varied from a low of about 
(30 per thousand in the First and Third Service Com 
mands and the Military District of Washington to a 
high of 65 per thousand in the Fourth Service Command. 
The Chemical Warfare Service and the Transportation 
orps installations both reported lower injury rates 
than the average for the country. The injury rate at 
installations assigned to Ordnance was over 60 per 
‘ {thousand, which was exceeded only by the injury rate 


fin the Fourth Service Command, 


The admission rate for off duty injuries to at- 
tached personnel did not vary widely as between Service 
Commands, considering the relatively small numbers of 
cases involved. The admission rete for injuries to un- 
attached personnel showed considerable variation by 
Service Command; the highest rates were reported by

the Second, Third, and Sixth Service Commands in which 
many cities are located with relatively large numbers 
of military personnel away from their regular stations. 


On pages 40 and 41 there are presented the detailed 
analyses by Service Command or Technical Service of on 
duty injuries to attached personnel, according to type 
of injury, nature of activity, causative agent, and 
unsafe condition or act. 


. The relatively high injury rate in the Fourth 
Service Command, and to a lesser extent in the Eighth 
Service Command, occurred because of high incidence of 
training activities. Ordnance reported unusually high 
rates from supervised athletics, drill or march and 
work detail. Chemical Warfare Service showed a rela- 
tively high admission rate of injury from work de- 
tails and from chemicals. Both the Fourth Service Com- 
mand and Ordnance showed relatively high rates of inju- 
ry attributable to terrain. These findings indicate 
that the injury rates tend to reflect the chief types 
of activity in the Service Command or Technical Service 


Analysis of Data by Stations: 
On pages 42 and 49 there are presented analyses of 


on duty injuries to attached personnel for individual 
stations which had a mean strength of at least 20,000 
(3,000 for stations of the Technical Services). In 
making comparisons the different nature and the varying 
extent of activities at the stations should be borne in 
mind, 


The following stations reported the highest ad-— 
mission rates for on duty injuries to attached person- 
nel: Cp. J. Te Robinson (133 per thousand), Ft. Riley, 
Kan.(106 per thousand), and Cp. Roberts, Calif. (96 per 
thousand).
